DUBLIN, Jan. 30.—Mr. Wni. O’Brien arrived 
at Thuries, County Tipperary, to-day.

HOME OF ALIENS. 


PLEA AGAINST UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRATION TO 
ENGLAND. 

Loxpox, Jan. 30.—The London papers have 
broken out in protest against the stream of 
undesirable immigration allowed to pour 
into and out of England without let or hind- 
rance. The Evening News to-day says that 
London continues to be more than ever the 
home of destitute aliens. 

Official returns show that last year 38,142 
immigrants entered the city. Here most of 
them have stopped, adding to the worst 
part of the population of East End. All et- 
forts to Anglicize these people have failed. 
Filth, disease and crime, according to 
the News are unrestrained among them. ‘‘The 
prospect before us, it adds, is an influx of 
40,000 of these foreigners yearly. How, the 
News asks, will Englishmen beable tw live 
unless this stream is dammed. The paper 
then predicts that there will bean explosion 
some time from the accumulation of this ob- 
jectionable element and the forces it is sure 
to generate against it. Thecitizens of Lon- 
don by their apathy, according tothe paper 
mentioned, are ‘‘earningthe anathemas of 
posterity.’’ 

This agitation in England has been going 
on for months past and is now taking a fresh 
spurt from the fact that the German govern- 
ment is known to be occupied in drawing up 
a bill regulating emigration. The main 
object of this measure ig to put a check upon 
the doings of steamship and other agents 
whose business it is to induce poor people to 
emigrate. In the future these agents will 
have to give certain guarantees and allow 
their books and entire business methods to 
be under the supervision of the authorities. 

Swiss legislation on the same sudjecet is to 
be taken as the pattern of similar German 
legislation. In Switzerland emigration 
agents are prohibited from forwarding per- 
sons who, on account of old age, illness or 
infirmity are unable two work unless it is 
proved that they will be amply provided for 
at their place of destination. 

In addition, persons under age, without 
the permission of thelr guardians, persons 
who would arrive abroad without means, 
those Habie to military service and parents 
who would leave uneducated children behind 
them are not allowed to emigrate. The 
prohibition already in force against the Ger- 
man steamship companies carrying German 
emigrants at the expense of foreign States or 
enterprises, willbe extended to agents also. 
Finally there will be created a special emi- 
gration Gepartment in the ministry of the in- 
terior. 

A peculiarly distressing incident showing 
the sad effects of thoughtless emigration 
where the emigrant is ignorant of the lan- 
guage or customs of the country was recently 
made public here. It seems that a poor 
woman arrived at Southampton a week or 
two ago by the Royal Man Steamer 
Thames, in a state of utter penni- 
lessness. ©n her return to the Argentine 
Republic it appears that the woman, Mrs. 
Emily Dickson, and her husband, with their 
boy, had emigrated tothe Argentine Repub- 
lic in the bope of finding remunerative work. 
But trouble had prededed them. Work 
was to be had, but not of the kind 
they had deen ied to expect. The 
financial troubles of the country have great- 
ly —— the value of the paper cur- 
reucy in which laboris paid. The woman in 
exchange for a dollar bill, which represented 
for shillings for work done, received a shil- 
ling and three half-pence in coin. 
She had with her a little lad who 
had lost bis sight in consequence 
of an attack of yellow fever. The poor 
mother, who seemed overcome with grief 
when they mentioned the matter, said that 
soon after her boy had lost his sight 
her busband was also attacked and was taken 
to the hospital. On ber arrival at south-

This is only one of the thousands 
of similar instances of deluded immigrants 
returnipg penniless to their homes and the 
newspapers are again clamoring for some 
measure which will prevent the landing in 
England of undesirable emigram@s and which 
will also provide protection and advice for 
emigrants who may contemplate seeking 
homes in foreign lands.

Menocal 
thinks there is no doubt that the Nicaragua 
Canal will be a greater financial success than 
the Suez Canal. 

Intense interest is felt here as to whether 
extradition laws can bring the strong Sam- 
son back for trial on a charge ot theft.

CHINESE AT ICHANG MENANCE T 
BRITISH GUNBOAT ESK. 


Disquieting Dispatehes Reach Shanghai 

From the Ports of the Yang-tee-Kiang— 
Capt. Younghusband to Lecture on the 
Pamir—The Russian Famine — The 
Pope’s Health—Engiand’s Way of De- 
manding an Apoleogy—General Foreign 
News. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 30.—6pecial telegrams of a 
disquieting nature have been received here 
from Ichang on the Yang-Tse- Kiang, 950 miles 
from its mouth, and from Chung King on the 
same river, 1,250 miles from its mouth. Bgth 
of these cities are COmparatively near the 
province of Hunan, men from which prov- 
mee were the prime organizers in 
the recent disturbances. Ichang was the 
scene of the riot and Massacre of thousands 
of Christians during the late troubles. The 
telegrams above referred to state that great 
hostility is being shown toward foreigners, 
and it is feared that further trouble will fol. 
low. The British gunDogt Esk, three guns, 
is stationed at Ichang gd the natives have 
shown a menacing attitude toward that ves- 
sel. 

It is in the Province of Hunan where the 
greatest antipathy to Preignert exists in 
China. It was in this territory that the 
people refused to perm it the erection of the 
telegraph, and have also refused to see in- 
troduced among them any of the modern 
inventions of the foreign devils.’’ 

It is likewise in Huna that the terrible 
Kolao Hul, the secret society to which the 
anti-foreign outrages in the Yangtze Valley 
are attributed, is the most powerful. Indeed 
this Chinese Mafia had its origin in Hunan. 
Unlike many Chinese secret societies, it is 
non-religious and is largely military. It has 
existed for about fifty years, and attained 
great power among the Huhan men engaged 
on the imperial side in the Taeping rebellion. 
At first the object seems to have been mutual 
protection against the plunder and extor- 
tion practised by the civil officials in dealing 
with the pay and migintenance of the 
troops, and this object is = pti 
preserved, but now its maimobject seems to 
be to drive out the hated foreigners and over- 
throw the Tartar dynasty. ne Kolao Hul in 
course of time admitted tajts membership 
persons who had no connection with the 
army, and k also laraged its objects.

TOUNRGHUSBAND TO LECTURE ON HIS 
JOURNEY IN ASIA. 


Lowpor, Jan. %.—Capt. Youngblood of 
Central Asia fame is not spending his three 
months’ furlough in idleness. He has already 
consented to read a paper on the Pamir 
region at the meeting ofthe Royal Geograph 
ical Society, on Monday evening, Feb. 8, and

times. The beginning of the recent troubies 
in the Pamir, which recently promised to in- 
volve England and Russia, had its origin in 
what has passed into history asthe Young- 
husband incident. Late last summer a party 
of Russians, numbering eight officers, sixty 
horsemen and forty infantry soldiers, made 
an exploring expedition toward Afghan 
Chitral ana the Chinese boundaries, which 
all approach each other on the Pamir. 
Capt. Younghusband, a British officer, 
and probably a Eritish agent, was 
then on a journey t© Chinese Turkestan, 
and hearing of the presence of the Kussian 
detachment in question he started out to 
meet it. At Bozali Gumbaz he met a Russian 
advance post, and sent word of its presence 
to Gilgit, the nearest British fort. The Rus 
sian party wet by Capt. Younghusband con- 
sisted of ten Cossack infantry soldiers 
in charge of supplies. Five Russian 
officers, a surveyor and an escort 
of thirty mounted Cossacks, he learned, 
had goné forward in the direction of 
Chitral. The last party soon after return ed 
to Bozat Gumbaz and treated Capt. Young- 
husband very well. The officer in command, 
however, informed the British officer that 
Russia claimed the Whale country up to the 
Khore Bahdt Pass. This party, under Col. 
Tano, then went on to join a Russian ad- 
Vance party of sixty men and officers who 
were on the Great Pamir. 

Un the following day a number of Russian 
horsemen rode upto Capt. Younghusband’s 
camp, surrounded his tent, and their com- 
manding officer, Col. Yanoff, informed him 
that orders had been received that morning 
from the Russian Governor-General that 
Capt. Younghugband and another British 
officer with him, Lieut. Davison, were to be 
Geported to Chinese territory. 

Col. Yanoff, however, informed Capt. 
Younghusband that f he would unaertake to 
proceed thither without re-entering the

RUSSIA’S FAMINE. 


INSUFFICIENCY OF GOVERNMENT AID POINTED 
OUT BY COUNT TOLSTOL. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Jan, 30. In a letter to the 
Government Count Leo Tolstoi declares that 
the relief distribution of flour is inadequate 
in method to meet the needs of the situation. 
Hie says that there are three types of peas- 
ants. The first of these is relatively well to 
do, having twelve acres of land and probably 
four horses, and those next in possession of 
less land and two horses. Over the second 
class—those with two hbhorses—the sword of 
famine is continually suspended, and they 
must be helped to keep them from sinking to 
the level of the third and lowest class, who 
are actually starving, and for whom lack of 
assistance meang death. The Government 
is, however, only helping the lowest class. 


REMARKABLE MANIFESTO. 

Loxpown, Jan. 20,.—The Datly Graphic to-aay 
publishes a manifesto which it says has been 
issued by the Russian Zemstovs (local ad- 
ministrative bodies), which are composed of 
country gentlemen and land-owners, on the 
famine in Russia and the inadequacy of 
measures to afford relief. 

The Globe and other papers commenting on 
this manifesto declare that it is the most re- 
markable expression of public opinion that 
Russia has ever given. The lotteries for the 
benefit of the famine fundandthe way in 
which public benevolence is so systematically 
thwarted is especially condemned. The 
manifesto declares that Tolstol’s efforts to 
lighten the sufferings of the famine-stricken 
people are only tolerated because he is a cel- 
ebrity. 


CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 


A MEETING AT TORONTO DECLARES IN FAVOR OF 
SEVERANCE. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Jan. #0.—A public meet- 
ing called by the Mayor was held here 
last night to discuss Canadian i inde- 
pendence. The attendance was small 
and a majority of those present were strongly 
opposed to the views expressed by those who 
advocated any change in the relations exist- 
ing between Canada and the Motherland. 
Mr. Charles Watt occupied the chair. Ex- 
Alderman A. k. McDonald addressed the 
meeting and said: 

Me have arrived at that state of misgov- 
ernment which no change can make worse. 
Every one acknowledges that something 
must be done. Some want imperial federa- 
tion, others commercial union and others au- 
bexation. If the people want any 
they must bring it about themselves. some 
people had satd that country Was too 
moral to unite with the Yankees, I look at 
Quebec and find that every other politician is 
a thief.’’ Mr. McDonald moved the follow- 
ing resolution:

Mr. MacDonald was constantly interrupted 
during the reading of this resolutjon.

This was carried by a 
majority of those present, and the meeting 
dis persed.

AFRICA. 

Paris, Jan. W. — An example of Engiand’s 
treatment of inferior people is now being re- 
corded in the press, which is an odd accom- 
paniment of the severe comments in the 


British press upon America’s high-handed 
course toward Chill. Four British gunboats 
recently ascended the GamDia Kiver in 
Africa, a distance of 200 miles, to chastise a 
negro chief, who was accused of some hostile 
act, though the proof of his gutt was not 
complete. Three hundred armed British 
troops surrounded the chief’s village and 
began shooting. Thechief,a man of great 
daring and fine physique, boldly advanced, 
forcing his way through the enemy ranks 
and galloping away unharmed amid a shower 
of bullets. His followers scattered and made 
shiit to escape as best they might. The pur 
suing sallors kept up a merciless fire upon 
the almost defenseless biacks and killed 
fifteen of them, mostly women. They then 
burned the buts of the village and proudly 
retired, singing ‘‘Rule Erittania.’’ 


THE POPE’S HEALTH, 


CONFLICTING REPORTS FROM ROME—PROB- 
ABLE SUCCES#0OK. 

Lon bos, Jan. W. —Conflieting reports come 
from Rome about the actual condition of the 
Pope’s health. A private letter from an 
American priest who is inside the Vatican 
walls tothe SunpaY Post-Disratcn London 
office says that his condition gives cause for 
real anxiety and that at this moment there is 
grave concern bout the Pope’s suc- 
cessor.

The opposition to the Salvationists contin- 
unes to be of any exciting character, when 
the hostile crowds assume extensive propor- 
tions. The usual row is about as follows: 
Aftera ‘‘preliminary council of war,’’ the 
members of the army,a number carrying 
brass instruments, emerge fromthe ‘‘Cita- 
del, and are received with groans and 
derisive laughter by a considerable crowd. 
Escorted by a strong body of police, the Sal- 
vationists go through the streets leading to 
the sea front, until they reach the foreshore 
just eastward ofthe pier. On their way, and 
particularly after their arrival on the sea 
front they are vigorously pelted with 
snowbalis. This practice appears to afford 
the on-lookers intense delight, but the 
processionists take the attack in quite a 
good-humored way and only sing more 
lustily than ever. A police officer attempt- 
ing to make an arrest is sure to receive such 
a heavy shower of snowballs that he is com- 
pelied to beataretreat. After that generally 
the police are specially marked out for tar- 
gets. 

The fSalvationists having marched on the 
beach, described a large circie, and the 
leader, Capt. Lune, gives out a hymn, which 
is sung with comparative freedom from in- 
terruption. Instructions are then given to 
the band to play, but a police in- 
spector interposes and informs the army 
officers that the instrumental 
music will not be allowed. He also warns 
the bandsmen individually against using 
theirinstruments. Amid increasing uproar 
anda gradual closing up of the crowd,a 
lively verbal altercation generally follows 
between the Inspector and Capt. Lyne, 
whereupon the latter repeats his orders 
to the band to proceed. The bands 
men raise their instruments to their mouths 
and are on the point of playing, but they are 
then prevented from so doing by the police, 
who knock the instruments down and break 
up the meeting. This leads to an exciting 
scrimmage, the crowd, the Salvation 
ists ang the police becoming men- 
tricably mixed up. ‘The *alvationist are vio- 
lentlxy hustied, and by some of the 
rougher members of the crowd numbers of 
people are Knocked down and trampled 
upon. The Safvationists are ultimately 
enabled to return tothe barracks under the 
protection of the police, with or without the 
loss of their instruments. This is about the 
usual sunday programme at Eastbourne, 
varied occasionally by more exciting inet 
dents,

Paris, Jan. 30.—Advices from London to- 
Gay say there is no truth in the dispatch 
which the Figaro has received from London 
stating that Lord Salisbury is about to send a 
circular to the ’owers announcing that, ow- 
ing to to the succession of the youthful 
Khedive, the evacuation of Egypt has become 
impossible. According to the bedt informa- 
tion Lord Salisbury wij! not intimate that the 
succession makes any practical change in the 
situation, 

The brothers of the late Khedive, one of 
whom is with Ismail Pasha in Constantinople 
and the other at Cairo, have never thought 
of disputing the succession by the law of 
primogeniture. The suggestion madein the 
London Times the other day, that Ismail 
Pasha, the ex-Khedive, is detained at Con- 
stantipople for political reasons, may be 
termed as not strictly correct. It is 
the wealth rather than the polley 
of the ex-Khedive which causes hig 
detention. When Sir William Marriott went 
to Cairo, appearing at once as Her Majeaty’s 
advocate general and also as special counsel 
for Ismail, he obtained a settlement in cash 
and property valued at nearly £2,000,000, to 
say nothing of a fee which amounted to more 
than £20,00for himself. It is this wealth 
which detains Ismail Pasha in the cov 
webs in the sublime Porte. Had he 
been poor, with an income depending on 
the British Government, Ismail would have 
been free to wander where he pleased. But 
he was too rich for freedom, and the report 
ig strangely wrong if ismail's wealth is not 
now surely passing into the hands of the 
greedy governing class at Stamboul. Ismati 
was deposed by the Sultan of Turkey and was 
succeeded by his son Tewfk, who died a few 
days ago.

EXPELLED FROM FRANCE. 


A MEASURE OF RETALIATION FOR THE CHADOU- 
INE INCIDENT IN BULGARIA, 

Pants, Jan, . — There now seems to have 
been some needless hagte in the expul- 
sion of M. Justin Managofrom French terrt- 
tory. His case of course recalls the Bulgar- 
jan affair of a few weeks ago, when M. Chad- 
oulne, a French jourpalist, was expelled 
from the Balkan State by order of Premier 
stumbouloff. 

M. Marengo has appealed to M. De Freyci- 
net, President of the Council, prot ng 
against his expulsion from France, and 00 
manding that he be allowed to return. in 
his letter to the French Premier, M. Marengo 
recalied the fact that it was through him 
that the Moniteur Oriental of Constantinople 
became a Franco-Kussian organ and the sele 
controversial exponent of French ideas 
against the hostility of the otber powers, 
Through the Montteur Oriental, M. Marengo, it 
would appear, fought against English in- 
fluence in the Kast. M. Marengo, it would 
also seem, for some reason or other left the 
staff Of the Moniteur Oriental and came to this 
city, where he edited a paper which attacked 
Turkey and advocated forcing Abdul Hamid 
to renew the constitution of Midhad Pasha, 
and, itis presumed, he was expelled from 
France on demand of the Sultan. 

M. Marengo is now petitioning to have this 
sentence of expulsion commuted and to be 
allowed to return to France and his request 
is being considered by the French govern- 
ment to the extent of consulting the wishes 
of the Porte in the matter. 

M. Marengo’s expulsion took piace on Jan, 
9, but the facts in the case have only recentiy 
become public. The following is M. Marengo’s 
account of the affair:

A Trail of Blood Follows Desperate 
Berry Turner. 


SURROUNDED BY A GANG TO WHOM MUR- 
DER 18 PASTIME.

Intrenched in a Stronghold in the Cum- 
berland Range, He Defies All Authority 
A Visit Paid to the Retreat by the 
“Sunday Post-Dispatch’? Correspond- 
ence~Romance Out lone. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan 8).—Berry Turner, 
who is now on the warpath again, is one of 
the most desperate men who has ever 
troubled that region about Cumberland 
Gap and along the border of Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. He knows no 
fear and never éleeps until he 
has killed the man against whom he has a 
grudge whether for fancied or real cause. 
Heisa typical mountaineer, tal and ath- 
letic, with steel gray eyes and black hair. He 
always goes heavily armed, having on his 
person two Colt’s six-shooter revolvers, and 
besides carries a Winchester. He is a dead shot 
and rarely, t ever, falls to kill the man he 
shoots at. No one knows exactly how many 
men he has killed, the number being 
variously given from ten to ffty. The 
officers stand in mortal fear of him, 
as he boasts no man can 
arrest him. Sofarhe has made his boasts 
good with one exception, and that was when 
he was arrested and jailed at Pineville, Ky.. 
from which jail he made his escape. He 
threatens to kill the man who arrested him 
in that instance. He is some 35 years 
old. Nearly all of his relatives 
here have been killedin the feud, which has 
existed for ten years. At present he has 
some twenty followtrs,three or four of whom 
are always with him. 

HIS STRONGHOLD. 

His home is now just on the line of Tennes- 
see and Kentucky, about half way between 
Jellica and Cumberland Gap. It is a wild 
mountainous region, with only here and 
there a small clearing to mark the cabin ofa 
mountaineer. The mountains arelofty and 
very steep and covered with a dense growth 
of poplar, while in the hollows there is an 
almost impenetrable thicket of laurel and 
ivy. | 

The few people in that region are ignorant 
as to books and the affairs of the world, but 
ascraftyasany on earth. It was in these 
same mountains that there were 80 
mony **bushwhackers’’ during the 
war, and many a poor 
soldier of each army lies bleaching in these 
lonely gorges now. These ‘‘bushwhackers’’ 
belonged to neither side and murdered for 
plunder. The better classes of people were 
union in sentiment. Those who were not 
Union were simply plunderers, but pro- 
fessed Unionism. 

Turner’s houseis on a mountain stream 
known as Clear Fork, or Creek, which goes into 
the Cumberland River.. 

BLOODY EVIDENCE. 

Not long since the correspondent of the 
SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH was in Turner's 
house. It is simply a one-room log cabin. 
While standing in the door some sort Of» 
stains were noticed upon the single step, 
looking much like the blood from a 
chicken which had been killed the same 
morning for breakfast. Upon inquiry it 
was learned that a man's brains had been 
blown out while he stood in the door and he 
fell on the step, over which his brains spread. 
He had been ‘‘foolin’’’ with one ofthe wo- 
men of the house. A book could be written 
of the deeds of depredation committed by the 
men who belong to the Turner element. 

Turner is now dodging the men who seek 
hisarrest. The Sheriff of Claiborne County, 
Tennessee, is attempting to effect his capt- 
ure. Nothing has been heard here to-day 
fromthe scene of trouble. It is so remote 
from railroads and telegraph that news 
comes slowly. Turner once lived on Yellow 
Creek, dear where Middleborough now 
stands. 

This became too civilized with the advent 
of railroads, so he moved farther back into 
his mountain fortress. 

At Pineville there is much excitement over 
the Turner-Parton feud, in which Davis and 
Jones of the Parton faction were killed 
Thursday while attempting to capture Berry 
Turner. The Partons are gathering a party 
to attack Turner, who has a fortified 
a. in the mountains and defies arrest. 
In Claiborne 2 Tennessee, two years 
ago, Turner brutally murdered his own 
cousin, Will Turner. Berry, for some trivial 
offense, had determined to kill his cousin. 


but watching his opportunity when Will's 
back was turned, shot him with the gun Will 
had laid aside. ) 

A COWARD ’S CRIME. 

Berry then fied to Tennessee. He became 
enraged at young Jim Lewis over an affair 
about a woman and deliberately laida plan 
to murder him. He asked young Lewis to go 
with him to the woods one day, say- 
ing that he wished to test the 
powers of a new Winchester rie. 
which he had just purchased. Turner asked 
Lewis to step off a certain distance and ar- 
range a target tor him: as Lewis did this 
Turner took deliberate aim and shot him. 

Lewis Was a friend of the Parton family, 
Bill Parton, who is now on the Pineviile 
police force, headed a small posse and capt- 
ured Turner, Davis and Jones, the two men 
just Killed, assisted in the arrest. While 
awaiting his trial Turner overpowered the 
jailer and fied to the mountains.

MURDERER TASOOTT. 


A Minnesota Detective Believes He Has 
Located the Fugitive. 

St. Paul., Minn., Jan. 30. — It was learned 
to-day that Henry B. Doland ot Maca, Mille 
Lac County, and the Rice Detective Agency 
have been working fora month for the cap- 
ture of Wm. B, Tascott, who is accused of 
murdering A. J. Snell in Chicago in 
February, 188. Dolan has lived among 
the Indians most of his life 
and learned about five weeks ago that Tas- 
cott had come across country from the Tur- 
tle Mountain Indian Reservation in Northern 
Dakota, where he had been in hiding 
most of the time since April, 1883, About 
the ist of October, 1890, Doland heard 
of the alleged murderer’s movements; he sent 
to the Rice agency asking for a detailed de- 
scription of him as furnished by the Chicago 
police. All newspaper descriptions, he said, 
agreed exactly with the build of the 
man he had located in thé woods, The 
agency gave the information desired and 
instructed {Doland tp watch bis man closely 
and make a report as soon as any thing im- 
portant occurred. To-day Doland visited the 
agency and produced a photograph of a man 
taken with a kodak, which upon comparison 
with the photograph of fhe long missing 
Tascott, bore a striking emblance. His 
description of the suspect is that of a man 
about 20 years of age, ö feet 8 inches tall, 
weighing 150 pounds, slim, erect, full face, 
heavy eyebrows, fair complexion, light brown 
hair, dark blue eyes small mustache 
and tooth projecting, with gold 1 lower 
jaw receding. The balance of the descrip- 
tion is almost exact with the printed ones. 
The man Suspected of being Tascott came to 
Mille Lac County about a year and a half ago 
and taking up a claim about ten miles from 
Milaca, built hima log shanty and has been 
there ever since. The men of the 
vicinity soon began to notice his peculiar 
actions and watched him narrowly. He is 
solitary and makes friends with no one, 
keeping his own counsel and acting surly and 
forbidding. Heis handy witha gun and the 
Indians, who form the only infilbitants in 
the immediate vicinity of his claim tear 
him, attributing to him a supernatural pow- 

for evil. he men in that part ofthe 
c try area wild lot. But they seem to 
share some of the superstitions of the natives 
and give him a wide berth. No one 
has as yet become well enough 
acquainted with him to learn his name and 
he comes to town but seldom, choosing to 
live alone in that wild country with no com- 
panions but the wild game, and no 
neighbors the unfriendly Indians. 
The man who is attempting to 
run him to earth secured his picture with 
the aid ofa traveling man with a Kodak on 
one of the visits of the recluse to the town 
for a supply of groceries. The detective bu- 
reau stated that there isa marked similarity 
between the photograph and the original, but 
will give out nothing farhter about the matter 
or what will be done. The man from Milaca 
whohas made the journey to Minneapolis 
feels moré certain than ever that he has 
found the long sought- for murderer. 
He has been practically certain 
ever since. the first suspicion dawned 
upon him, but since he has the admission of 
the detectives that the photograph that he 
secured resembled the missing man he is 
doubly certain. Other men in his vicinity 
are of the same belief and the suspected man 
is being closely watched that he may be 
tracked to his next place should he become 
suspicious and decide to decamp. 


DR. ETAVARD’S BREAK. 


He Threatens Drs. Barnes and Powers— 
Dr. Bauer Makes a Statement. 

Dr. Rodolphe T. Etavard was charged in 
the Second District Police Court yesterday 
morning with disturbing the peace of Dr. A. 
H. Barnes, Dean of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, and the students of that insti- 
tution. The alleged offense occurred Friday 
night at 8 o’clock. The plaintifis state that 
Dr. Etavard came to the college ina closed 


carriage and armed with a revolver, in 
search of Dr. E. S. Powers, one of the faculty. 
The officials of the college say that Dr. Eta- 
vard threatened to shoot Dr. Powers, but 
before any serious results occurred Dr. 
Barnes sent to the Third District Sub-station 
on Dayton street and Jefferson avenue for 
police aid. Officer Gibbons went to the col- 
lege and took Dr. Etavard to the station. 
The police did not find a revolver on 
the doctor, but the driver of the car- 
riage is said to have acknowledged 
he had the revolver. The weapon was taken 
from him and Dr. Etavard said he was the 
possessor of it and had passed it tothe driver 
and thus saved the driver from imprison- 
ment. The college officials claim that the 
conduct of Dr. Etavard tsa justification of 
their action in expelling Dr. L. uer 
from the faculty of the college because he 
brought Dr, Etavard intothe demonstrating 
room. 

Attorney H. B. not Mr. Clark, as 
Was rreviously stated, appeared for 
Dr. Etavard in the Second District 
Police Court yesterday, and Attorney Thomas 
E. Harvey represented the prosecution. The 
defendant asked to have the case tried before 
a jury, and it was laid over until next Friday 
morning at 10 o’clock, 

Dr. L. J. L. Bauer, whose expulsion from 
the college faculty is at the bottom of Friday 
night’s scene, when seen last night, said: 

I bad not seen Dr. Etavard for four days. 
I knew nothing of his escapade at the college 
untilthis morning. I consider his conduct 
very regretable, inasmuch as I can see, that 
those of the faculty whoare opposed to me 
will endeavor to use it, as Dr. Barnes has 
already endeavored to my disparagement. 
But every fair-minded man will see that Dr.“ 
Etavard’s presence in the college upon my 
introduction was not objected to on 
account of his persona habits, but 
on account of his professional standing; 
Dr. Barnes ought. to be too much of a 
man to try to defend his conduct towards 
me, by post- facto behavior of Dr. Etavard. 
This is all I have to say about the occurrence 
oflastnigbt. Astomyown position in the 
college, Dr. Barnes bas officially stated that 
my suspension does not go into effect until 

ssed upon by the Board of Trustees. 

‘hether this position is correct or not, I do 
not care to discuss. I have, however, my 
own self-respect tolook after, andIdo not 
propose to do anything except to prosecute 
my appeal trom the decision of the faculty to 
the Board of Trustees, and that Iam doing 
with all the expedition possible.

The Senator’s Friends Preparing for 
the Fight Against Him. 


AN EARLY CONVENTION CALLED TO 
ELECT NEW YORK’S DELEGATION. 


Senator Hill and His Henchmen Watch- 
ing the Movements of the Cleveland 
Adherents—Trying to Prevent a Con- 
test-The Big Fight in the Empire 
State. 


ALBANY, N. T., Jan. 30.—The friends of. 
David B. Hillare not surprised at the fight 
which has been forced on them in New York, 
though they did not expectitto be made in 
the open so soon, According to the infor- 
mation they got of what was going 
on they were ied to belleve 
that no opposition would be made 
to Mr. Hill until after a delegation 
pledged to boom him for the presidency had 
been elected at Albany on Washington’s 
birthday. Until then they thought it would 
be limited to conferences of the discontented 
andthe laying out-of a plan of action and 
perhaps arranging for holding” another con- 
vention. They are rather pleased that 
‘‘mugwumps,’’ for so they call the 
men who have issued the call in New York, 
should have shown so soon with what weap- 
ons they are armed. In an interview with 
Edward Murphy, Jr., the Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, is given 
what may be called the official reason for 
the holding of an early convention and some 
unofficial views, comments and annotations 


on the call signed by E. Ellery Anderson and 
his friends. But the official remarks, inter- 
esting though they are, hardly strike one as 
so convincing asthe unofficial reasons given 
by some other gentlemen in Albany, who 
are quite as close to the Senator. 
They **talked politics,’’ which is 
a very different matter from talking 
for publication. They say the fight was 
really begun by Mr. Cleveland’s friends. The 
first firing was heard in Pennsylvania. A 
friend of Senator Hill was turned down by 
the state Committee and the horn of Cleve- 
land was exalted. This was strictly machine 
politics, but as it was a Cleveland machine it 
was allrightand virtuous and the eternal 
verities of the constitution were proclaimed.

DEATH AT THE CROSSINGS, . 

The obligation of a railroad to make its 
crossings safe and to pay damages for 
losses of life, limb or property resulting 
from its failure to provide necessary and 
proper safeguards Against collisions at any 
crossing, has been long established by the 
rulings of the courts. This is the law as 
to the crossing of a country road or even a 
private pass way on a farm through which 
a railroad runs, and for obviously stronger 
reasons itis the law with reference to the 
crossing of thoroughfares within or near 
populous cities. 

Where guard gates and a . watchman 
prove insufficient protection, the courts 
have held that the railroad shall not only 
pay damages to sufferers, but may be com- 
pelled at its own expense to provide, under 
or over its track, a safer crossing for com- 
mon roadway travel. Where a new street 
has been opened across a railroad’s right 
of way, and the road has claimed damages 


be compelled to built a costly viaduct for 
the street over the track, the courts have 
disallowed the claim onthe ground that 
the cost of making crossings safe was a 
burden incurred in taking and using a rail- 
road right of way, and that the public 
should not be asked to pay any expendi- 
ture which the railroad might find neces- 
sary to protect itself from damage suits. 

But with very few exceptions, wherever 
a railroad in this State choosé» to maintain 
a grade crossing, guarded or unguarded, 
at its own risk, itis permitted to do so. 
It is, therefore, for railroad managers, 
simply a question whether it is cheaper for 
them to make a crossing safe, or to fight 
damage suits. The destruction of human 
life at crossings is only a question of dol- 
lars and cents to them. Where the aggre- 
gate of lawyer fees, court costs and dam- 
ages awarded for killing or maiming peo- 
ple at any crossing is found in a series of 
years to exceed the cost of putting up 
guard gates and having men to watch them 
night and day, the guard gates are put up, 
and the watchmen are hired as a matter of 
economy. Where it is found cheaper to 
kill, the killing goes on merrily, as a 
matter of economy; and in order that 
the killing may proceed and the number of 
dangerous crossings may be maintained at 
the lowest possible cost to the railroads, 
our amiable Legislature, at the instance of 
certain influential Democrats who happen 
to be railroad attorneys, has enacted 
statutes to fix the ‘‘weregeld’’ at $5,000 
and make it very difficult for widows to re- 
cover any damages at all for husbands 
killed at railroad crossings. 

Under the protection of this execrable 
legislation the Wabash Railroad will prob- 
ably compromise the claims for damages 
on account of the killing of eight or nine 
men in one sleigh at the unguarded Sarah 
street cfossing for a very small sum. In 
view of the obstacles to recovery and the 
cost of pressing a suit against a railroad, 
only three suits have been brought. But 
for this statutory injustice the killing at 
Sarah street would not have happened, as 
the Wabash would long ago have deemed 
it more economical to make that crossing 
safe for twenty-five years at a cost of $50, - 
000 than to pay the just damages awarded 
by a jury for the killing done in one night.

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GOING TOO FAR. 

When the officials of a city are drawn or 
driven into a conspiracy to nullify the 
laws of the State and the ordinances of a 
city regulating the sale of liquors, the

The mass of citizens may apathetically 
tolerate the nullification of some provis- 
ions ofthe dramshop law but furiously 
and vindictively resent the nullification of 
other provisions. 

This thing of forcing saloons into resi- 
denee blocks against the protest of bona 
fide residents and tax-payers whose pro- 
test is a valid legal veto upon the location 
ofa saloon in their block outrages and 
angers thousands of men who care nothing 
about other provisions of the law. 

The licensing of immoral and infamous 
dives contrary to law is not only a defiance 
of the moral sentiments of all the decent 
elements of society, but itis an insult and 


in a legitimate saloon-keeping business. 
Both the legal rights and the business in- 
terests of every legitimately conducted 
saloon are disregarded when it is unlaw- 
fully forced by the officers of the law to 


dramshops, 275 of which are permitted in 
outlawed houses of ill-fame. 

Such wholesale robbery of State and city 
treasuries and honest tax-payers, such de- 
flant disregard of citizen rights and decent 
public sentiment will, if persisted in,

The necessity of some division of time must 
have been early felt in the civilized world. 
This was done in a way py the changes of the 
moon, hence the division into months and 
weeks. Then the seasons gave another mark 
of division, and thus arose the division into 
years. But the year did not contain an exact 
numberof months, Various ways were em- 
ployed tocorrect this error. The Egyptians 
had a year determined by the changes of the 
seasons without regard to the moon, 
eontaining 366 days, divided into 
twelve months of thirty days each, 
with five supplementary daya at the 
end of the year. The Jews had, and still 
have, a year of twelve lunar months, a thir- 
teenth being introduced from time to time, 
to accommodate it tothe sum and seasons, 
This was the plan of the ancient Syrians and 
Macedonians. The Greeks reckoned real lunar 
months, twelve making a year. Julius Cmsar 
in 46 B. C., instituted the Julian calander, 
according to which the year has ordinarily 
865 days, and every fourth year is a leap year 
of 366 days. The lengtp of the year was thus 
assumed as 365% days, while in reality it is 365 
days, s hours, 48 minutes and 80 seconds, or 
11 minutes 10 seconds less then than s8t5% 
days. This Julian style of reckoning was so 
comparatively perfect that ſt prevailed until 

the eleven mnlutes (about) had amounted in 
1582 to ten complete days; when also the ver- 
nalequinox fell upon the lith instead of 21st 
of March. The same discrepancy occurred in 
the year 325. This shifting of days had caused 
great disturbances by unfixing tue time of 
celebration of Easter, also all other movable 
feasts. 

Accordingly, Pope Gregory XIII ordained 
that ten days should. be deducted from the 
year 1582, by calling what, reckoning by the 
old calendar, would ve Sth of Octoher the isth 
of October, 1582, In order that the displace- 
ment might not occur, it was further or- 
dained that every hundredth year (1800, 1900, 
2100, etc.), excepting every fourth hundredth 
beginning with 2000, should be of the regular 
ength, 365 days. In this way the differ- 
ence between the civiland natural year will 
notamount toa day in 5,000 years. Spain, 
Portugal and Italy immediately adopted this 
plan, and other nations fell in line later. 
Russia is the only country that adheres to the 
old style.

Codes of different countries do not agree in 
this respect. Under the rules of America, 
Great Britain, France and Italy the chal- 
lenged has the right to name the weapons. 
In Germany and Austria they are selected by 
the chajlenger, but are specifiedat the time 
that the challenge is sent. The 
theory on which this rule is based is that the 
challenger is the injured party, and this code 
also obviates any uncertalnty as to what 
weapons will be required when a chalienge 
is given or accepted. No unusual weapons 
can be demanded. Inthe United States the 
pistol has been the Common weapon, but in 
the days of the code the rifle was regular in 
some sections and the small-sword in others. 
Pistols and sabers are the regular German 
and Austrian weapons, pistols and small- 
swords among French civilians, and pistols, 
small-swords and sabers among French 
officers.

Some years ago—also in 
London—a Browning Vocabulary’’ was pubr 
lished ; so with the Cyclopedia and the Vocab- 
ulary, assisted by innumerable *‘Browning 
Clubs“ on both sides of the ocean, there is a 
cheerful probability that early in the next 
century the world may know what Browning 
really meant. ; 

Which reminds me of a small story of 
Douglass Jerrold. He had been Il a long 
time. and was slowly convalescing. One day 
his wife was called out of the room to attend 
to household duties, and left him propped up 
in bed looking over some new books just sent 
up from the Punch office. Returning in half 
an hour she found her husband in an alarm: 
ing state of excitement. ‘‘Oh, what is the 
matter, my dear?’’ she exclaimed. He held 
out an open: volume, and pointing to a page 
said with trembling volce: Read that, Mary; 
read it quick, I pray you, if you love me!“ 
Mrs. Jerrold studied the page a few moments, 
and then said:. Why, Douglass, I can’t un- 
derstand it!“ ‘‘You can't understand it, 
Mary?’’ No, I eannot.’’ Thank Gad, 
then my reason is safe! I could not under- 
stand the stuff, either, andI thought sick- 
ness had softened my brain.’’ It was Brown- 
ing’s latest published poem. 


Speaking of a small poet whom only a few 
can comprehend, reminds me of a great poet 
who does not require for his comprehension 
either cyclopedia, vocabulary or clubs—Alex- 
ander Pope. Pope is out of fashion nowa- 
days; so-much the worse for the fashion; and 
there are, I am told, some asinine ‘critics 
who say he is nota poet! e gods and nt 
tle fishes!’’ Browning a poetand Pope not! 
What next discovery willbe made by t 
priests and priestesses of the Unintelligible? 
There is in my humble opinion more genuine 
poetry of pith and power in the Essay on 
Man'“ alone than in all that Browning ever 
wrote. Bulwer (the Bulwer, not Lucille“) 
who wrote good poetry himself and knew the 
article when he saw it, says of the ‘*Essay’’— 
A poem which in didactic solemnity and 
splendor has had no equal since Lucretius set 
to music the false creed of Epicurus,’’ Here 
are ten lines, tnto which are packed as mach 
fine and solid wisdom as can be found in the 
same space in all literature:

Aud. spite of pride, in erring reason’s spite, 
One truth is clear—WHATEVER 18 IS RIGHT. 

The most original objection I have ever 
heard to the Essay on Man' is that it has 
too many quotations. The same objection 
has been urged against Hamlet. I think 
it is oftener quoted from than any other poem 
in the language.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—The New York 
State Delegation in Congress is not lacking in 
oratorical ability. Inthe upper branch Sen- 
ator Hill, although his voice, as yet, 
has not been raised in debate, 
is the equal of any extemporancous 
speaker on the floor. Few Senators speak 
without notes, and the rule in that prosy 
body is to read from manuscript. Senator 
Hill has commented upon the lack ot life in 
the proceedings and the monotonous drawl 
of his colleagues in discussing public quss- 
tions, wears upon his nerves. 
Senator Hill is an effective speaker. 
His voice is strong and pleasing to the ear. 
He is never at a loss fora word, and he talks 
deliberately and to the point. He is not 
given to the promiscous use of gestures. 
mannerin debate is calm and convincing, 
his remarks concise and logical. 

Senator Hiscock cannot be regarded as an 
orator, although he is an interesting speaker 
at times. 

On the House side, Burke Cochran is the 
equal of any member on either side as an or- 
ator. When he speaks de com- 
mands instant attention. There is noth- 
ing studied in his manner; there is no 
attempt at spread-eagicism in his remarks.

FOUND GUILTY. 


FRANK. M’LAIN, WaIO°WAS TWICE IN DANGER OF 
BEING LYNCHED. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 30.—A jury in the Dis- 
trict Court this afternoon, after being out 
less than an hour, found Frank McLain guilty 
of murder in the first degree. McLain 
was accused of murdering his infant 
child, about 9 months old. The 
crime was 80 brutal that mobs 


twice organized to hang McLean, and he was 
only saved by the thoughtfulness of the of- 
ficials who had him in hiding. The murder 
was committed on Nov. 4last, and the story 
of how itwas accomplished was told by 
older children of the murderer, Who were at 
school. The police arrived in time to 
find McLain in the act of burying the child 
and arrested him. The Coroner’s inquest de- 
veloped the fact that he had thrown it on the 
floor, gouged out its eyes and then kickedit 
in the side. Neither McLain nor his wife had 
liked the child. An afternoon paper publishea 
the story and in less than an hour a mob of 
3,000 was organized, which broke intothe 
jail. The officers had removed McLain to an 
adjoining county and the mob finally dis- 
persed. The following evening it was ru- 
mored that Melam mad been returned to the 
jail and a second mob was 
organized. When the case was 
called for trial the sheriff had the 
jail guarded by an armed posse. The law in 
this State provides for imprisonment for life, 
unless the Governor chooses to order an ex- 
ecution, No Governor has yet seen fit to 
exercise this prerogative, and for this reason 
it is feared another attempt will be madeto 
lynch the prisoner. McLain comes from a 
family of criminals, three of his brothers 
having served terms in the penitentiary.

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NOT OPPOSED TO FEATHERS. 


The Audubon Society Only Wants the 
Ornaments Humanely Taken. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
In an articie entitled Feather Trimming, ’’ 
which appeared in the Post-Disratcu for 


Jan, 24, occurred the following paragraph: 


„It is interesting to Know thatthe Audu- 


bon ladies do not object to ostrich feather 
trimmings because, they reason, that to ob- 
tain ostrich feathers it is not necessary to 
Kill the birds. 


„But isn't it carrying the idea of preserv. 


ing life a litt too far, when one goes so far 
as to object to the Kliliug of birds for orna- 
ment? 
carried out, 


Think if this idea were consistently 
how inconventlent it would be to 
kill kids, and kid gloves are not really neces- 
sary, you know.“ 

Will you permit a member of the Audubon 
Society to explain that it is not because of 
the destruction of life alone the crusade 
against feather ornament was begun— 
though it does seem like carrying such de- 
struction too farwhen one sees, as I have 
seen, eighteen little wings adorning one 
bonnet—but becauee of the extreme cruelty 
exercised in killing the birds in many in 
stances. and the imminent extinction of the 
beautifulsong birds. It is stated on good 
authority that many of those whocatch the 
birds for millinery purposes tear, or rather 
cut the plumage fromthe poor little things 
without the formality of first bumanely kill 
ing them, for the reason that the colors are 
more brisliant if the bird is skinned while 
living—just as goose feathers are better 17 
plucked from the living bird. In other cases 
birds are blinded, and then hung out to 
entrap their xind. And these and other 
cruelties, together with the utter uselessness 
ofit, and the questionable effect of beauty 
adorned by undisguised death, and the un- 
questionable effect in educating boys and 
girls to cruelty, caused the crusade of the 
Audobon Soctety, which has not been sup- 
ported as it should have been. Ostrich 
leathers are taken like goose feathers, when 
the birds are moulting, as we understand it, 
and without any cruelty. 

The matter of killing kids for gloves is 
hardly analogous; for not only are a large 
part of the gloves worn said to be made of 
rat-skins, but I have never heard of the kids 
being skinned while alive for the purpose; 
nor do they fill the world with song and 
beauty as do the birds; nor are they worn in 
Just the form, or anything like the form they 
vore in lite.

INDIGNANT TAXPAYERS COMPLAIN, BUT 
THEY GET NO SATISFACTION. 


How Henry Mueller Secured a License to 
Open a Saloon on Jefferson Avenue, 
Despite the Determined Opposition of 
a Big Majority of the Taxpayers—A 
Flagrant Case of Despotism—Czar Zie- 


genhein. 


. There is a place on the east side of Jefferson 

avenue, between Pine and Ohestnut streets, 
that people eye askance asthey goby. It is 
@ saloon managed by Henry Mueller. It owes 
its existence to the policy now in vogue in 
Collector Ziegenhein’s office of utterly dis- 
regarding the rights of the people in the 
granting of saloon licenses. 

It is in full view from the doors and gates of 
the school of the Sisters of Loretto, 
on the corner of Jefferson ‘avenue and Pine 
Street. There are three rooms above the 
saloon, reached by a narrow and dark stair- 
case opening from Jefferson avenue. The 
yooms communicate with a porch on the side 
towards Pine street. These roomsare rented 
for a short time, or for a night, On the 
giass door of the saloon isa sign, ‘‘Henry’s 
Face. The number of the establishment is 
ue North Jefferson avenue, and is in city 
Block No. 922. An alley runs past 
the side of the house. Across the alley, 

g on thé south side of Pine street, isa 
Aress-making shop owned by Mrs. White. 
Mrs. White employs a number of young 
women in her working rooms. The windows 
of her work-rooms overlook the alley and the 
yard and porch of the place kept by Mueller. 
ne has had to get her son-in-law, William 
H. Gaffney, to build a board wail, 
twenty feet high, in the rear 
of her house to shut “Sut the sights in the 
Mueller place. This was done only after Mrs. 
White and her son-in-law had tried to 
stop theexhibitions next door by ordt- 
mary means, complaining of the house as a 
muisance and using moral suasion on 
Mueller. 

Mr. Gaffney is a well known carpenter and 
builder, who has his office at 815 Chestnut 
Street. We didn’t go to the expense of 
bullding up that fence,’’ said he to-day, un- 
til the spectacles in Mueller’s place became 
simply unbearable. It was awful, and it's 
not worth while to try to imagine it. 
People couldn't go out into our 
yard or look out of tho windows 
without being horrified. We found _we 
couldn’t accomplish anything by fighting, so 
we concluded that it would be cheaper to cut 
ofthe whole house and lot and porch by a 


dead wall. 
MRS. WHITE’S STORY. 

Mrs. White’s house, which isa very hand- 
some one, newly built, is directly across the 
street from the school of the Sisters of 
Loretto. Only women+live in it and there are 
nearly a dozen of them, young and 
middie-aged, girls and widows.

Should Read the Law. 


To the Ediior of the Post-Dispatch: 


We notice in your valuable paper a comparison of 
the numper of retail liquor liceuse issued in the city 
of St. Louis by the United States Kevenue Collector 
ane by Mr. Ziegenhein and we do not wonder that 
the difference is noticeabiejwhen we takeinto account 
the facts in the case. In the first place nearly every 
druggist in the city takes out a United States license 
as a ‘‘retail liquor dealer.’’ In the second 
place, almost one-half the retail grocers take 
out the same license. Neither of the above take out 
State and city license as retail liquor dealers and 
consequensty the number of licenses issued by the 
United States Revenue Collector are farin excess of 
those issued by Mr. Ziegenhein. 

This prima facia evidence of the handling of liquor 
by the druggists and grocers should be attended to 
by the Grand-jury and every one of them having a 
United states license and no State and city license 
should be indicted for failing to take 

State and i licenses. Some of 
these grocers keep in stock a variety 
of wines and liquors, as much as five or six barrels at 
a time, and sell much more whisky than the neigh- 
boring licensed saioons. Is this fair treatment of 
the men who pay their license? The drug store is 
patronized by men who preach ‘‘prohibition’’ and 
value public appearance more than moral principle, 
and the grocery by men who buy by the 22 quart 
or pint, and who keep it at alltimes inthe house 
along with the other necessaries, coffee and sugar, 
but both classes get there just the same“ to the 
detriment of the poor saloon-keeper, who pays his 
honest taxes. This state of affairs should be stopped 
and the supply from every source other than the 
**iicensed liquor dealer’’ completely cut off, advice 
of physicians, sickness and every other claim to the 
— gon | notwithstanding. If they @ili have intoxi- 
cants let them get them in any quantity and at any 
price from the licensed dealer,“ and from no 
other source whatever.

he matter of contracts and petitions for the

The following comparsion will give an idea 
of how great the increase is. In 1888-’s9 the 
Street Department executed thirty-seven 
contracts for alley improvement and fifty- 
Ove contracts for street improvement. 

During the fiscal year of 1889-90, seventy-one 
contracts for alley improvement and fifty-six 
contracts for street improvement were exe- 
cuted by the Street Department. 

During the year of 1890-91, fifty-eight con-

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DEATH TRAPS. 


Terrible .Fatality Caused by the 
Unguarded Railroad Crossings. 
Apalling List of Casualties on the 
Tracks for O Year. 


CITY ORDINANCES WHICH ARE ENTIRE- 
LY IGNORED BY THE COMPANIES, 


People Killed or Seriously Injured by 
Trains Within the City Limit; Almost 
Every Day—The Awful Record of One 
Crossing for Five Years—Human Life of 
No Oonsequencs to Railroads—The 
Dead Letter Ordinantss. 


The frightful sleigh disaster which occurred 
at the Sarah street crossing of the Wabash 
road, in which many men lost their lives, 
has called public attention to the reckless 
manner in which trains age run within the 
city limits. Although there are local ordl- 
nances compelling rallroad companies to pro- 
vide proper safeguards for the protection of 
life and property, the number of accidents 
which annpally occur is something apalling. 
The com panies pay no attention whatever to 
the city’s ¢ regulations and run their 
trains as though there were no 
ordinances whatever bearing on the subject. 
It costs adew dollars a month to keep a 
watchman at each crossing, as the ordl- 
nances provide, sothe roads economize by 
simply disregarding the local laws and tak 
ing chances on killing people, generously 
permitting the people to take the same 
chances of being killed. The law sars trains 
must not run over six miles an hour within 
the city limits, and occasicnally 
they do not, but only very occa- 
sionally, as they more ‘frequently run 
thirty miles an hour. In fact, with the ex- 
ception of the switch engines, which some- 
times move very slowly, locomotives invarl- 
ably travel at a greater rate of speed than 
six miles an hour. The ordinances also state 
that the bell of all the Tocomotives must be 
kept constantly ringing while the engine 18 
in motion within the city limits. Sometimes 
itis kept ringing, but more frequently itis 
not. In short the railroads obey the local or- 
dinances in so far as it sults their sweet 
pleasure, but not one whit further. 

City Counselor Marshall, when asked about 
the ordinance on the subject, said: 

It is ordered that watchmen shall be 
placed at the crossings of all improved 
streets, thatthe bell of thelocomotive shall 
be kept constantly ringing within the city 
limits, and thatthe rate of speed shall not 
exceed six miles an hour. 

The provisions referred to by Mr. Marshall 
are in the ordinances of the city and read as 
follows: 


Art. 5—Of steam cars. 

Sec. 1234—It shall not be lawfuf for any person or 
corporation to run any carsin the city of St. Louis 
propelled in whole or in part by steain .powomlong 
or across any improved streepwithin the city limits, 
unless said person or corporation shah station at 
each cross er intersecting improved street a watch- 
man who shall display at the crossing of cars in the 
day time a red flag aud at night time a red light 
Any person or corporation violating the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction thereof in the police 
court of the city, shall be fined not more than five 
hundred nor less than one hundred dollars for each 
and every offense. 

Sec. 1235. It shall not be lawful for any person 
for himself, or in the employ of any person or cor- 
poration, whether as engineer, conductor or brake- 
man, to run or assist in running any car or cars pro- 
pelled in whole or in part by steam aiong or across 
any improved street, unless a wafchiman is stationed

streets with proper signals,as providedin sec. 2231. 
Any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, 
upon wonviction thereof before 
the city, be fined not less than $25, nor more than

Sec. 1236. Itis hereby wade the special duty of 
two preceding sections, and to that end each and 
every patrolman shallrecord the passage of trains 
over any cross or intersecting improved street within 
his beat, and shall report to his superioroMecer daily, 
whether the provisions of secs. 1734 and 12835 are 
cowplied with, and the names of persons ur coepora- 
tions neglecting or refusing to obey the same. It 
shall be the duty of said patrolmanto arrest all em- 
ployes, Or persons, On any train of steam cars 
crossing an improved street when the proper signal 
as hereinbefore provided for is not displayed. 

Sec. 1237. ‘herever the words improved 
streets occur in this article it shall be construed to 
mean all streets improved on each and everv side of 
all railroad track or tracks by being macadamized, or 
otherwise improved with such other material usually 
used in the construction or reconstruction of streets. 

Sec. 1238. It shall not be lawful within the limits 
of the city of St. Louis for any ea, cars or locomo- 
tive propelled by steam powerto run at a rate of 
speed exceeding ix miles per hour; but nothing in 
this section shall be so construed asto apply to any 
car, cars or locomotives ruuulng Over track or tracks 
which are maintained along the river bank between 
Arsenal qtreet and Elwood street. 

Sec, 1239. It shall not be lawful within the 
limits of the city of St. Louis, for any car or loco-

The ordinances are plain and to the point 
butthe railroads openly ignore them and 
nobody. attempts to interfere with them 
doing so. It is this indifference to the ordi- 
nances forthe protection of the lives and 
property of the people that is largely re- 
sponsible forthe numerous accidents which 
occur on the tracks of the roads. The follow- 
ing list of accidents for the year 1891 will give 
an idea of how common they are and now 
many people annually meet their death from 
this one cause:

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Design of the New High School Build- 


ing Officially Condemned.

SCATHING REPORT OF THE SPECIAL IN- 
VESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 


The Arches Found Inadequate to Bear 
the Weight It Was Designed That They 
Should Stand Undoer—Thousands of 
Dollars Lost by Faulty Construction— 
Action of the Committee. 


The committee of experts, consisting of 
George I. Barnett, Johnson T. Flad and 
Isaac S. Taylor, appointed to examine the 
new High School building, sent in a unantl- 
mous report yesterday to the Building Com- 
mittee of the School Board, and raked Archi- 
tect Furlong fore andaft. From the report 
it seems that the whole building is wrong, 
and that ifitisto be made safea great part 
of the work done must be torn down, and 
some radical changes made in the plans. 

The Bullding Committee met at 4:30 yester- 
day afternoon, and Chairman Blair read the 
report of the experts, which was as follows: 


THE REPORT. 


The Garfleld School has been occupied about five 
months. The arches, which occur on both the frst 
and second floor, have a span of 12 feet and were 
built in sections about 6 feet long. On the first floor 
the granitoid covering is badly cracked in all di- 
rections, and in some places has become loosened 
and can be readily removed. A number of cracks 
also be seen in the ceiling, and 
these latter seein to be contiguous with the division 
lines of the sections. On both floors the arehes have 
sunk atthe center from one-fourth to three-fourth 
inches below their original position. The wainscot 
and moldings which are supposed to be made up of 
a mixture of sand and cement present a very 
damaged appearance. The surface is cracked and 
flakes off, and the moldings especially around the 
doors and windows,-are badly cracked, aut on some 
places broken pieces are readily removed by hand, 

BRYAN HILL SCHOOL. 

The addition to the Bryan Hill school, which Ras 
been finished for several months, has not yet been 
occupied. The floor arches of the second floor are 
propped up by cast-iron girders which were intro- 
duced on account of the defection of the arches, 
which defection occurred immediately after the re- 
moval of the centers and before any load was placed 
on the arches. 

The wainscoting and moldings, which are con- 
structed similar to those at the Garfield School, do 
not appear so defective, but our test showed that the 
wainscoting was but littie, if any, better. The 
mollings were cracked in a number of places. 

NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 

The arches which are proposed at the new High 
School building have a span of fifteen feet, six 
inches, ure five to six inches thick at the center and 
nineteen inches thick at the abutments. Tie rods 
one inch in diameter are placed at intervals of five to 
six feet. The archesare tobe formed of a mixture 
of four parts of breeze (ne coke) to ove part of Port- 
land cement, and are sprung between two brick 
wails, an inner wall thirteen inches thick 
and an outer wall eizhteen inches thick. 
We had intended before submitting our report to 
make certain experiments in order to determine the 
ultimate strength and the deflection under various 
loads, of the arch, under conditions similar to those 
existing in the bullding. These tests may still be 
made if the Building Committee so desires, but we 
deem it unnecessary to delay our report until such 
tests aro made, as this will take about five weeks. If 
the matter can be held in abeyance for this length of 
time we recommend that the tests still be made. 

Weare of the opinion that the floor arches, if con- 
structed as planned, will prove defective, and we 
recommend that some design of floor de used about 
which — can be no doubt. The arch proposed 
has a rise of 13 tol4inchesfor a spanof 15 feet 6 
inches. When loaded the lateral thrust becomes 
entirely too greatto be successfully resisted by the 
small and insufficient tie rods provided, and by the 
stability of the walls. Even if actual rupture 
of the arches should not occur under ordinary loads, 
the lateral deflection due to the elasticity of the 
abutments would allow the center of the archto de- 
flect, as the slightest lateral motion is magnified into 
considerabie vertical. motion at the center of the 
arch. We do not desire to be understood 
as condomning the use of concrete 
arches in general for floor construction 
but only when proper provision is not mate for 
holding the arch between rigid abutments and when 
the deflections which will occur in consequence 
thereof result lu such work as may be seen at the 
Garitield and Bryan Hill Schools. 

Vur examination of the work under construction 
atthe new High School buiiding and of the plans 
and specifications of same leads us to the following 
statement of facts and opinions: 

In some parts of the work soft, light-red bricks are 
being used. The specifications call for the best 
quality of strictly red and hard brick, hydraulic na- 
chine brick, or its equal, aud we also observe while 
on the werk that the bricks were not *‘shored’’ and 
**slushed’’ full and solid, as called for in the specifi- 


| cacions. 


The flues that are intended to be used for hot air 
and for ventilating purposes are, With possibly a 
few exceptions, in exceedingly bad condition 
throughout the building. The flues for hot air are 
lined with tin, as specified. These linings are built 
into the wallin a very crooked, unsymmetrical and 
unworkmaniike manoer, little regard being paid to 
the proper thickness of brick walls that 
surround the flues, and in many cases the brick work 
surrounding these flues is badly constructed. The 
two flues at either side of the circular front are not 
surrounded by a sufficient thickness of wall and are 
so placed that the running of same i will 
weaken and endanger the stability of the 
main front wall of the building. In many places 
the outlets of the flues, in the basement, are not 
properly constructed, inferior stone lintels being 
used over the outlet openings, and some places, 
where the brick walls are only 4% Inches thick at the 
faces of the flues the warden joists rest directly upon 
this 4% inch facing and butt up against the flues, 

As the above mentioned flues are large and very 
numerous we respectfully suggest that they be taken 
down and be reconstructed ina thorough and work- 
man-like manner. 

The wooden lintels which are used at present, 
over the large openings on the first story at the 
north and south sides of the assembly rooms should 
be replaced by brick arches. 

The foundations under the two cross-shaped cast 
iron columns at the sides of the assembly-room are 
not properly constructed. The masonry should be 
brought out at least as far as the brick wail above, in 
which the column is ge and shouid be spread at 
the baso so asto furnish a sufficient foundation. 

Ahe steel bars that carry the floors and the tile par- 
titions of the third and fourth floors at the wess end 
of the court over the assembiy-room are not suffi- 
cientiy strong for the service required. This will 
alsoapply to the rooms at the extreme west end 
of the building on the third and fourth floors over the 
assembiy-room. 

The 10-inch stoel beams supporting the floor at the 
east end of the building are not of sufficient 
strength. 

We recommend the substitution of other work and 
materials where cement work ts deseribed in the 
specifications for trims and inside sills for openings, 
Res poctfully submitted, GEO.

HIS EXPLANATION OF A WARRANT FoR 
FRAUD ISSUED AGAINST HIM. 


Although the Warrant Was Issued on Jan. 
11 No Attempt Was Made to Serve lt 
Mr. Eadcliff Gives Bond for His ap. 
pearance—An Incident of the Writers’ 
Club Row. 


For two weeks Or more a warrant has been 
in existence for the arrest of George W. nad. 
cliff, formerly a book agent but now con. 
nected with various publication enterprises, 
The warrant was issued on complaint of Mor. 
row & Cohen, horse dealers, and the charge 
isfraud. Although Mr. Radcliff has been in 
the city ever since the date of issuance of the 
warrant, with the exception of three days, 
according to his own statement, no effort 
seems to have been made to find him. Last 
Monday night be took a prominent part tn 
the proceedings of the Writers’ Club, which 
institution held- a meeting in the parlors of 
the Lindell Hotel. Next day his name was 
mentioned in the reports of the meeting, 
Still, the Sheriff's officer holding the warrant 
falledtoact. Yesterday morning Mr. iad. 
cliff, for the first time, heard of the exlstence 
ofthe warrant, and immediately appeared 
at the Court of Criminal Correction with his 
bondsman and gave bonds in $0) to 
answer. 

SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 

None of the parties to the transaction 
are willing to make any statement, the facts 
being involved in mystery. It is whispered, 
however, that tlre trouble grows out ofa 
transaction nearly a year old, that has al- 
ready found its way into court in the gulse of 
a Justice’s Court suit. 

While Mr. Radcliff! was unwilling to 
make any statement, he admitted that 
he regarded the whole proceeding asa plece 
of spite work onthe part of some person or 
persons who are interested in injuring him 
before the community. 

The whoie proceedings have an air of 
comedy. 

Although the warrant was issued on Jan. 11 
no attempt appears to have been made to 
serve it, for Mr. Radclifis a gentleman who 
can easily be found,and he did not even know 
A warrant was out against him until yester- 
day. 

The first information he received came 
from a PostT-DISPATCH reporter. When the 
reporter called on Mr. Radcliff at his office 
and told him about tha warrant that gentle- 
man became very indignant. He refused to 
make any statement except to Intimate that 
it was ‘‘spite work.’’ He went out at once 
to find a bondsman and present himself be- 
fore Judge Claikorne. 

ROW IN THE WRITERS’ CLUB. 

Mutual acquaintances of all the parties 
claim to be able to see further through stone 
Walls than most persons and hold to the 
theory thatthe arrest of Mr. Radcliff was 
engineered by members of the Writers’ Club 
inimicalto him. In support of this theory 
they instance his opposition to one or more 
of the newly-installed officers of the club. It 
will be remembered that at the last meeting 
ofthe club, which was held last Monday 
night, in the parlors of the Lindell, 
as before stated, Mr. Radcliff? objected 
to the installation of the newly electe! em. 
cers, on the ground that he wished time to 
formulate charges against one of these. His 
request was not entertained, and all thie 
officers were duly installed and given recox. 
nition. At the time it was understood by 
some that Mr. Radcliff’s opposition was dl 
rected against Mrs. Swart-Orff, Third Vice- 
President. was found, however, 
to and it was then 
Stated that opposition was to 
the installation of another lady, the 
objections being of a purely personal nature. 
The parties who hold to the theory that the 
Writers’ Club squabble furnishes the animus 
for the Criminal Court prosecution, state 
that several ladies of the club have been ac- 
tive in whispering about that the arrest 

d pe made. It is also known that in 
some way ladies were mixed up in securing 
the warrant. Fun ofa broad guage is an- 
ticipated when the case finally comes to trial, 
if it ever does.

That animals communicate their impres- 
sions and the feelings that move them by 
various modulations of their inarticulate 
cries, which are incomprehensible to us, un- 
less we have succeeded, by attentive observ- 
ation, in connecting them with the acts that 
follow or precede them. He recommends a 
series of observations of the dumb animals 
with special regard to tone. The watch- 
dog is Cited asanexample of widely differ- 
ing feelings expressed ythe same sound, 
but which may be broadly distinguished by 
differences of inflection. A hen cackles after 
laying an egg and cackles when going on her 
nest, but the inflections are very different. 
Parrots show the same diversity of inflection 
and express the most diverse emotions by 
the same sound differently inflected. 


Hon. E. J. Phelps has 
an interesting article in 
the February Forum on 
The, Choice of Presi- 
dential Elections. Mr. Phelps points out 


that the American citizen is limited in his 
choice totwo persons previogsly selected by 
party conventions. ‘he President is really 
appointed, in the alternative, by the party 
conventions, and the voter has nothing to do 
with it. He then considers the Michigan 
mode of selecting electors, comparing it with 
the usual method, Majorities rule, but what 
majorities? Not a majority in the whole 
country, but in certain gubdivisions. What 
is the just limit of those subdivisions? In 
other words, since the election takes place 
through representatives, whom does the 
elector properly represent—the people of the 
district within and for which he is chosen, or 
the people of his entire State?’’ Either view 
would satisfy constitutional requirement, but 
looked as a question of policy Mr. Pheips 
asks, ‘‘why, if members of Congress are 
elected by districts, electors should not be 
chosen in the same way,as they formerly 
were. It is as fair and right in one case as 
inthe other. If the Michigan plan is adopted 
the predominance of the great States will be 
destroyed. ‘*That predominance has demor- 
alized the whole business of choosing the ex- 
ecutive head of the Government.’’ There 
will be the temptation to gerrymander, but 
no more than now, and it is within the com 
petence of Congress to regulate this. The 
article ts strong and thoughtful. 


In the North American e 
view Lord De La Warr thinks 
it remarkable that a doubt 
should still exist as to the 
cause of fires on transatiantic steamers.

HE IS CAUTIOUS. 


RANDOLPH CHURCHILL THINKS THERE 
IS YET HOPE FOR ARGONAUTS. 


The Geology of South Africa Indicates 
Some Gold—-A Vigilance Committee

ForT SALISBURY, Nov. 17.—The formation 
any definite and precise opinion about 
this country, its resources and its 
prospects, is found to be a matter of 
difficulty. Itcannot be denied that the high 
hopes which were entertained by so many 
and various competent authorities as to the 
great mineral and agricultural wealth of 
Mashonaland have not hitherto been justi- 
fied or nearly justified. This much is proba- 
biy true, that agriculture,while it might be a 
profitable enterprise for the feeding ot a 
large resident mining population, for pur- 
poses of export could not succeed. 
The soll, which in no part, so far as I 
have seen or can learn, is of any con- 
siderable depth or richness, which over vast 


tracts is of the most rocky and stony charac- 


ter, which over other vast tracts is swampy, 
requiring difficult and costly drainage, does 
not promise the cheap and @asy production of 
abundant crops of grain. The great length 
of the communications with the coagt and 
the many obstacles of one kind and another 
which embarrass those communications for- 
bid the export of stock alive or dead. If 
Mashonaland, therefore, has to rely for its 
prosperity upon its agricultural capacity 
alope, it is a country without a 
future, There remains the ques.- 
tion, is Mashonaland a good gold 
country? High professional opinion is cer- 
tainly inclined to answer this in the nega- 
tive and to discourage the outlay of capital. 
Without doubt numerous reefs which have 
been found in certain parts of the country, 
which have been to some extent developed 
and from which fair samples have been taken 
and carefully assayed, have turned but to be 
of iittie or of no value. On the other hand 
it may be urged that as the presence of aurif- 
erous quartz all over the country, so far as 
yet explored, is constant, it is not unreason- 
able tojexpect that in certain localities yet 
to be found the quartz will be sufficiently 
auriferous to insure profitable working. 
Hitherto comparatively little prospecting 
has been done and much of what has been 
done has been perfunctorily and ignorantiy 
conducted. Many parties of ‘‘sol-disapt’’ 
prospectors have been fitted out and main- 
tained by syndicates whose ideasof their 
duty appear to be that ay | are to stick to 
the main routes, lie under thelr wagons most 
of the day smoking or sleepiug, shoot an oc- 
casionai buck, and from time to ume offer 
some native a blanket who willl guide them to 
an old working, where claims can be pegged 
out, and possibly the regulation WwW foot 
I have seen that a great quanity 
of money has been frittered away by 
parties of this kind, and prospecting, such as 
this, cannot be taken into account. Some 
few honest, intelligent, laborious pros 
pectors there are out here, most of them 
working tor themselves, but as yet these 
only been able to examine but a 
small portion of the country. Mashonaland 
in area is probably larger than the United 
Kingdom, it has only been occupied for the 
space of one year, of which less than six 
months have been available for exploration 
and prospecting efforts. Obviously it would be 
hazardous and premature to assert that be- 
Cause the first gold discoveries are unsatis- 
factory, no satisfactory discoveries will be 

rw! persons who came out here last 
year and this year supposed that fortunes 
would be made with great facility; that gold 
would be fuund iying about only waiting to 
be picked uP, and such are retiring from the 
country disheartened, discontented and pro- 
nouncing the country to bea delusion and a 
snare. But nature is not prodigal of her 
gold. In most cases long sustained efforts, 
much patience and perseverance is required 
to win tt from der, and 
she conceais it 80 carefully that 
only the merest chance or accident leads 
to its discovery. History, tradition, the

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size and a marked improvement in the char- 
acter of the township.

Here also is the 
commencement of a promising garden, the 
only one in the settlement. The whole place 
is maintained in a condition of extreme 
cleanliness and order, and may truthfully be 
described asa homestead which would be 
respectable in England and princely in Ire- 
land.

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LUNACY LAWS. 


SOME FAMOUS PHYSICIANS DISCUSS 
LAWS5 OF COMMITMENT. 


Too Much Power Lodged With Irrespon- 
sible Persons A Relorm Demanded— 
Men With Money at the Mercy cf De- 
signing Relatives.

There is scarcely a day that the news- 
papers in some part of our country do not 
report a case of some sane person imprisoned 
amongthe mad by designing relatives for 
sinister proposes, the last one of the kind 
having occurred only the other day in Michi- 
gan. In the years 1% and 1, a shrewd 
lawyer discovered, and through the courts, 
secured the release, of no less than eighteen 
perfectly sane people who had been com- 
mitted by designing relatives to a single 
lunatic asylum in the State of New York 
alone, while there have been almost count- 
less celebrated cases of this kind in various 
parts of the United States within the past 
thirty years. * 

Urgent reform in the laws regulating com 
mitments to asylums is imperatively de- 
manded. In most States oniy a certificate 
signed by two physicians supplemented by 
an order toincarcerate is needed to confine 
an inconvenient person to a mad-house 
while his hungry relatives enjoy his wealth, 
That thiscan be doneis proved by the fact 
that it is done every day.

DEAR DOCTOR~—I Go not think it right that 
the unsworn certificates of physicians should 
be allowed in cases of insanity. I certainly 
think that the lunacy lawsof all our States 
should be so changed as to require all exam.

tate of a State Lunacy Com- 
mission. This commission should appoint, 
in each county of Us State, sub commissions, 
whose duty should be to visit the inagane in 
their respective counties once each month, 
while the State Commission, or its Secretary, 
should be required to visit, once each quar- 
ter, all places in the State where persons of 
unsound mind are detained. There would be 
other duties of the proposed commissions 
which would readily suggest themseives, It 
seems tome that t all cases of insanity, or 
alleged weet were given a hearing before 
a judge, and that if, In addition to this safe- 
guard, there wasestaDdliisheda commission 
to look after the care and wants of the in- 
sane, all necessary precautions would then 
have been taken to prevent the unjust con- 
fiDement of persons unfit for restraint.

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MARKET MANIPULATION. 


THE JANUARY CORN DEAL ENDS AS DID 
TRR YEAR OPTION. 


, 


How a Market Can Be Worked by In- 
siders—The Other Leading Markets Re- 
viewed—Gessip From the Floor and 


Street. 


Last Sunday’s article in the Post-DISPATCH 
describing how the corn market had been 
and still was being worked by a certain com- 
bination, received most emphatic corrobora- 
tion in the culmination of the January deal 
yesterday. The article itself drew forth ag- 
grieved disclaimers from the parties sup- 
posed to be manipulating the deal, and from 
the lofty philanthropical standpoint of one 
benefiting this market by bringing the grain 
here, it was asserted that the article itself 
was all wrong in charging manipulation and 
intimating that a certain corporation was 
running the market for its own profit. Merely 
to bring the corn to St. Louis and then 
to have the corn on hand when river naviga- 
tion was resumed were the sole purposes of 
the parties interested. No squeeze was in- 
tended, or even contemplated, and it was 
only and solely to benefit the general St. 
Louis trade that the partiesin the deal went 
intoit. That the parties unfortunate enough 
to be short on Jan. orto get caught between 
Jan. and May contracts had their money 
squeezed out of them was a mere side issue, 
and that most of the St. Louis recelvers were 
barred out as buyers of eornin the country. 
as they did not stand In on the play, was also 
a small matter. To hear these outsid- 
ers kick, however, one would think 
it Was avery considerable matter to them. 
The deal in Jan. wasrun strong and boldly 
nearly all through the past week and the 
price went up to 88c on Friday, and at the 
close of that day was on a dead level with the 
price of May. It is supposed this drave in 
most of the Jan. shorts, or enough, at any 
rate, to make unneccessary the carrying of 
it through tothe end of the month. So yes- 
terday there was no manipulative support to 
the market and it fell ic, winding up with 
latest sales at 864ec. But worse than this 
happened to the cash article, the cash article 
that was wanted for export so badly.

below 60 percent. This law goes into effect on Feb, 
1 and will remain in operation until June 1, when 
the duty will revert to the old scale of $1.62 per 220 
ibs of 70 per cent flour, to $2.02 for 60 to 70 per cent, 
and to $2.43 for 60 percent flour. France consumes

How a Market Can Be Worked by In- 
siders—The Other Leading Markets Re- 
viewed—Gossip From the Floor and 
Street. : ) 

Last Sunday’s article in the Post-DIsPpatTcu 
describing how the corn market had been 
and still was being worked by a certain com- 
bination, received most emphatic corrobora- 
tion in the culmination of the January deal 
yesterday. The article itself drew forth ag- 
grieved disclaimers from the parties sup- 
posed to be manipulating the deal, and from 
the lofty philanthropical standpoint of one 
benefiting this market by bringing the grain 
here, it was asserted that the article itself 
was all wrong in charging manipulation and 
intimating that a certain corporation was 
running the market for its own profit. Merely 
to bring the corn to St. Louis and then 
to have the corn on hand when river naviga- 
tion was resumed were the sole purposes of 
the parties interested. No squeeze was in- 
tended, or even contemplated, and it was 
only and solely to benefit the general St. 
Louis trade that the parties in the deal went 
intoit. That the parties unfortunate enough 
to be short on Jan. or to get caught between 
Jan. and May contracts had their money 
squeezed out of them was a mere side issue, 
and that most of the St. Louis receivers were 
barred out as buyers of eorn in the country. 
as they did not stand in on the play, was also 
a smali matter. To hear these outsid- 
ers kick, however, one would think 
it Was avery considerable matter to them. 
The deal in Jan. wasrun strong and boldly 
nearly all through the past week and the 
price went up to 88c on Friday, and at the 
close of that day was on a dead level with the 
price of May. It is supposed this drave in 
most of the Jan. shorts, or enougn, at any 
rate, to make unneccessary the carrying of 
it through to the end ot the month.

During the season 
of 1891 thirty-nine new country elevators were es- 
tablished in Manitoba, with an aggregate capacity of 
1,275,000 bu, besides which quite a uumber of flat 
warehouses for handling grain from farmers were 
built, which are not incluted in the above count. 
As marked progress has not been made during 1891 
in milling as in elevators. There has, however, 
been an increase in the milling capacity of 600 or 
700 bbis per day, and the total capacity is now over 
7,400 bbis per day. This is made up of two large 
iniils of over 1,000 bbis capacity each, and the bal- 
ance represents country mills, ranging from 75 to 
300 bbis each.

xpw York, Jan. 30.— The most interesting 
ssenger on the steamship Arizona which is 
hourly expected in New York, is Thomas 
O'Brien, the confidence man. 

o’prien is charged with having committed

anxiously awaiting to hear it he has kept it. 

Another threat which O’Brien made some 
years since, and which he has largely carried 
out, wasthat Inspector Byrnes should never 
add his picture to the Inspector’s private 
collection, generally known as the gues’ 
Gallery. ‘ 

The photographer who takes the criminals’ 
pictures for the gallery lives some little dis- 
tance from the police headquarters, and 
when the officers attempted to take O'Brien 
to have his photograph taken they told him 
that there were a number of cameras in the 
windows along their route and they would all 
try to get a pictureofhim. This was origi- 
nally intended as a joke, but before the offi- 
cers reached the photographer’s they rather 
regretted having been so funny. O’Brien 
imagined that every window he passed hada 
camera in it and inthe attempt to carry out 
his oath that he would never be photo- 
Paes. jumped about the pavement and 

ept the policemen, who were bandcuffed to 
him, jumping with him. 

At the photographer’s he was absolutely 
uncontrollable. While Inspector Byrnes had 
to admit that the photograph was of no ac- 
count, Dut as a curiosity, he had an enlarge 
ment made of it, and it now hangs above his 
dour as one of the sights of the office,

With Dynamiters. 


HUNTINGDON, Pa., Jan. 30.—During the past 
week innocent old Farmer Frank’ Oorvdin,* tn 
Henderson Township, five miles from this 
city, has been the host of two of New York’s 
most desperate Socialists.

WATCHING THE DYNAMITERS. 

They were followed by Mr. UVorovin, his son 
andaneighbor. After surveying the ground 
thoroughly and discussing and gesticulating 
wildly, the men began work. First each pro- 
duced a conical shaped object about the size 
of a,quart can. They then walked to oppo- 
site ends of the mountain of frock, 
and at a given signal hurled the 
cones toward the base centprof the rocks 
which produced a terrific explosion, 
the two men running meanwhile toa place 
of safety. The explosion tore a hole in the 
solid rocks big enough for my cart to stand 
in, as Farmer Corbin expressed it, and 
sent huge masses of stone 150 yards away. 
The watchers stuck to their posts of safety 
and waited developments. The experiment- 
ers were evidentiy satisfied with their er- 
forts,for they pranced about and drank copi- 
ously from a bottle. They then produced a 
cylindrical metal object, dark in color and 
about 2 feet long, to which they attached a 
fuse, the diameter of the tube was small. With 
a wire they tied this to @ jutting rock, ten 
feet from the ground on the face of the cliff, 
and after lighting the fuse ran like sprinters. 
The explosion shoo pe We? foundation of 
the hills, and demolish the hu mass of 
rocks, which had stood for cefturies, to 


atoms. 
ORDERED TO DESIST. ' 

The men then sportively placed a small 
round object under the roots of a white oak 
tree and shattered the tree to its utmost 
branches. Aroused by this destruction td his 
property, Mr. Corbin suddenly confronted 
the strangers to their utter regret and 
amazement. The unprintable language 
which he shot at them was more than they 
had expected, and on the same evening they 
hurriedly left. They spent the night at the 
Leister House here, bu uld converse with 
no one, keeping closely to their rooms and 
eating there. They left yesterday morning, 
after buying tickets for New ‘ork. They 
paid Mr. Corbin liberally for the destruction 
they had wrought on his farm. Since their 
departure fragments of their metal ex- 
plosives have critically examined in 
this city and are. pronounced veritable 
bombs, both as to structure and material. It 
is certain that their terrific violence ts too 
great to permit of their use in nrechanical 
operations. ‘‘Were they dynamiters?’’ is 
the all-pervadin question Now agitating the

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Inside History of the East St. Louis 
Stock Yards Deal. 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK BUSINESS TO BE 
DISRUPTED AND SCATTERED. 


East St. Louigto Profit by the Great Fight 
* Between Armour and the Swift-Aller- 
ton Syndicate—They Cannot Stand 
Against Union Stock Yard Methods 
and Will Go Elgewhere. 


CuIcaGco, Jan. 80.—The acquisition of the 
East St. Louis Stuck Yards by the Swilft- 
Morris- Allerton syndicate and the reorgan!i- 
gation ofthe company withthe representa- 
tives of these gentlemen in control is a 
matter of much more importance than 
appearson thesurface. Thereare those in 
Chicago, and well-posted men they are too, 
who honestly believe thatifthereisto bea 
disruption and scattering of the live-stock 
business of this city, St. Louis is in the line of 
succession. In short itis generally under- 
stood among live-stock dealers here that the 
East St. Louis move is the casting of an 
anchor to windward’’ by men 
of wealth andinfluence whodon’t like the 
methods of the Chicago Stock Yards Co. and 
wish to protect themselves against any sud- 
den change of policy which might handicap 
them still more. The litigation which fol- 
lowed the sale of the Union Stock Yards to 
the English syndicate has disclosed a curious 
condition of affairs. When the negotiations 
were first opened, Messrs. Armour, Swift, 
Morrisand Allerton were allheavy holders 
of the stock. They unloaded on the 
syndicate at a big profit and 
then the fun began. Giving Alierton the 
cold shake, Armour, Swift and Morris 
suddenly discovered that the place in which 
they had done business for so many years 
was too small and that they must move. Mr, 
Armour explained it in this way: 

Ms want more room; we want more 
water; we want more fire protection; we 
want cheaper insurance and lower taxes, 
and the only way to get these things is to 
move. Thecity very properly objects to the 
smoke from our chimneys, and as we wish to 
be good law-abiding citizens we must get 
away from where we are, for it is next to im- 
possible to run our plants without incon- 
venience to our neighbors.’’ 

And so the great Tolleston scheme was 
evolved. Messrs. Swift, Morris and Armour 
joined purses and bought 4,000 acres of land 
in Lake County, Ind., and announced that 
they would build there a great stock-yards 
and packing- house city. Mr. Armour cor 
roborated the announcement and said: 

It is just the place we want. We can go 
there and run our business in ourown way 
and we are going to Go it. 

Of course there was a Dig boom in land 
values in that locality. Men rushed in and 
bought, and values advanced from 310 an 
acre to $300 and over. Fortunes were made 
ina day, and everybody was happy except 
the men who sald. In thé meantime stock- 
.Yards stock was declining. Whether the 
**Big Three“ bought back their former hold- 
ings on the dreak or not, is not definitely 
Known, but garrulous old Dame Rumor says 
thatthey did. Atany rate, it was given out 
one day that the Stock Yards Co. had madea 
deal with Messrs. Armour, Swift and Morris, 
by which the packers agreed to abandon 
their Tolleston scheme, and receivea rebate 
on the stock yards company charges 
of some $300,000 a ear. Then the 
bottom fell out 0 the Tolleston 
land values, and it was discovered that of the 
4,000 acres bought by the syndicate there was 
only 1,000 left, and this was turned over to 
the stock yards company. In the manipula- 
tion of the deal, however, Mr. Allerton was 
overlooked, and forming a combination with 
some thirty other packers this gentleman 
bought the Stickney tract and arranged to 
build opposition yards. This done he began 

roceedings in court to stop the compromise 

etween the old stock poses company and 
Armour, Morris and Swift on the ground that 
the deal was unfairto the other stockhold- 
ers. 

Allerton’s next appearance is as a partner 
of Swift and Morris in thejEast St. Louis deal. 
It wilt be noticed that Mr. Armour is not in 
this combination and the cause is not hard to 
guess. The management of the Tolleston 
scheme was not altogether satisfactory to 
Swift and Morris and the present move is but 
the start of what may be an open war against 
Armour. The Swift and Morris families are 
linked by marriage, Edward Morris having 
wedded a daughter of G. F. Swift and their 
business is also slowly being consolidated. 

There is no chance lost to increase and so- 
lidify the patronage ofthe two firms in com- 
mon. In the past Armour was a great power; 
two great to please Swiftand Morris. Now 
that he ls growing old they think he will be 
anxious to retire and enjoy his money, and 
the indications are that this is not far off. 
When Mr. Armour does abdicate, the Swift- 
Morris combination expect to step inand 
gobble his trade, and one of the first steps in 
this direction is the acquisition of the East St. 
Louis yards. With this plant andthe one 
at Stickney they figure that they will be in 
dependent of any deal which might be made 
by the old Union Stock Yards Co. through the 
influence of Mr. Armour. Thesons of the 
latter gentleman are also being trained in all 
the details of their father’s vast business, 
however, and will not let go without a hard 
fight. In the meantime sharp old Farmer 
Sam’’ Allerton sits on the fence, ready to 
take advantage of either the St. Louis or 
Stickney sites, as may best suit his purpose.

New Tonk, Jan. 30,—Baubichek has come 
back.

FROM LAKE TO SEA. 


The Proposed Deep Water-Way in Aid 
of Commerce, 


HEARING BEFORE THE HOUSE COMMIT- 
TEE ON RIVERS AND HARBORS, 


Plans Suggested by a Delegation Repre- 
senting the Detroit Convention of Last 
Month—A Twenty-One Foot Channel 
from Duluth to the Atlantic—C heapen- 
ing Transportation. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30,—A large del- 
egation of representatives of the Deep 
Waterway Convention held in Detroit in De- 
cember last was given a hearing to-day de- 
fore the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors, and the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce in joint session. 

These committees have in charge the 
operation of the regular river and harbor ap- 
propriation bill. The purpose of the delega- 
tion was to urge the construction, and mbhin.- 
tenance of a 21-foot channel from the head of 
Lake Superior through the various connect- 
ing links between the great lakes and 
through the Erie canal to the sea. 

Geo, H. Ely of Cleveland, O., opened pro- 
ceedings with the reading of the published 
memorial of the convention on the subject. 

Senator Frye interrupted the reading and 
said: ‘*You people in the Northwest are will- 
ingto admitthatwe did ample justice to 
you last Comgress in providing for the im- 
provement of St. Mary’s Riverand authoriz- 
ing the engineers to make contracts for the 
completion of the work. 

Mr. Ely: ‘‘We@are entirelysatisfiied with the 
action of both committees on the last river 
and barbor bill, and ask that the same policy 
adopted then as to St. Mary's River shall be 
adopted now, in respect to the connecting 
channels of the lakes.’’ 

Gen. Poe, the army engineer, in answer to 
an inquiry, said that the original estimate 
for the improvement of St. Mary’s River was 
$2,600,000: Subsequently it has been increased 
to $3,100,000, but he was able now to state that 
by adopting the contract system the work 
wou completed within the amount Of the 
original estimate. 

Senator Frye: ‘‘We saved a million dollars 
there and we save a million dollars in Phila- 
delphia by the same system.“ 

Mr. Ely sald the principal object was to se- 
cure authorization to contracts for twenty- 
one feet of water from Duluth to Buffalo. 
The estimated cost was only $3,394,000. « 

TIME REQUIRED.

CHEAPENING TRANSPORTATION,

The President ofa railway, who also | 
interested in stsamsips, sald to him not 
long ago: ‘*The Government engineers are 
at work on a twenty-foot waterway through 
the lakes. We will accept and use a twenty: 
foot waterway when it is given us, but when 
guaranteed eighteen feet of water we will 
run 6,000-ton vessels instead of 3,000 tons and 
cut the rate in two. 

Who was that man? James G. Hill, Presi- 
dent of the Great Northern Railway. 

The total expenditures on improvement of 
the Great Lakes had been less than $30,000,- 
000. The saving in the last year due to lake 
transportation was $150,000,000 more than the 
cost ofthe improvement. All that had been 
accomplished in the past by giving sixteen 
feet of water would not only be duplicated 
but enhanced ten fold by the expenditure o 
something over $3,000,000 to secure a depth o. 
twenty feet. He thought it little need, he 
added, to insure the appropriation desired. 


CANADIAN WATERWAYS. 

Canada had spent almost sixty million dol- 
lars upon her water-ways. Inside of five 
years there would be a clear water-way 
of fourteen feet through Canada, from the 
head of Lake Superior tothe Atlantic. When 
Canada hada fourteen-foot water-way and 
the United States only six feet through the 
Erle Canal we could no more compete with 
her than a wheel-barrow with a freight 
train. The farmers of the West would have 
to compete with men oftheir own race, on 
soil as fertile and with a climate no more 
rigorous, and they needed as good transpor- 
tation facilities. There was not enough sen- 
timent in trade, good American as he was, 
to send wheat to Europe by American vessels 
at25 cents, when Canadian vessels would 
carry it for 10 cents. 

Senator Frye said he would be no worse off 
than now when there were a hundred and 
odd foreign vessels in our Pacific ports to 
eight American vessels. 

Mr. Thompson responded that that was

Scattered 
among the gray heads of the old book worms 
were hundreds of pretty girls who knew all 
about Paine, Everybody talked about 
theosophy, Atheism, Buddhism, Liberalisnit 
and what not, while the muscular young 
man played airs from the ‘*’Gondolier’’ on 
the grand organ. When two young men 
came on the stage ut s p.m. bearing an im- 
mense gilt-framed portrait of Tom Paine 
everybody applauded. Wilson McDonald, 
the Chairman, made the introductory ad- 
dress. He said that for fifty years Paine haf 
been the best-abused man in the world., 
Later on he will be regarded in the same 
light as Washjngton and Jefferson. Then 
came Mr. Thaddeus B. Wakeman, who spoke 
upon the portrait of Paine and of the patriot’s 
Quaker ancestry. 

Just ds Mr, Wakeman concluded his short 
address, Col. Ingersoll walked out upon the 
stage and took a seat. In an instant the 
house was in an uproar.

TO DEFEAT FRANK SLAVIN,

Sullivan the Greatest of Them All-Cor- 
bett Nota Finish Fighter—Mitchell’s 
Talk of Fighting the Big Fellow—The 
Base Ball Teams Reviewed—Sporting 
News of All Kinds. 


Mose Gunst, the well-known Pacific coast 
patron of pugilism, arrivedin St. Louis Fri- 
day morning and left last night.Mr. Gunst is 
a cigarand leaf tobacco dealer in San 
Francisco and is on his way to 
Cuba to purchase supplies. Friday night he 
visited the Standard Theater and witnessed 
the sparring exhibition of Mitchell and 
Slavin, asterwara going back on the stage 
and having a chat with both men. 

„Who do you think will win the fight be- 
tween Slavin and Jackson?’’ Gunst was asked 
by a Post-DssPaTcaH representative. 

„think Jackson will. With the exception 
of Sullivan, Iregard Jackson as the greatest 
fighter in the world. The big fellow, how- 
ever, is the best man of them all. I met Sulll- 
van, too, on my way here from San Francisco. 


He is looking splendid, playing to big busi- 
ness, and is not drinking, as has been re- 
ported. He is anxious to fight Slavin as soon 
as his present theatrical contract is con- 


cluded.’’ 

Pont you think Slavin is too hard a hit- 
ter for Jackson? He whipped Joe McAuliffe 
inaround and a half, while Jackson only 
beat the Cailfornian after a long batte. 

„Jackson, in my opinion, is too clever a 
man for Slavin, and will not let him reach 
him. Slavin is not- a scientifiC man, you 
know. The fact that Slavin whipped Mc- 
Aulife so much quicker than Peter did 
counts for nothing. Jackson is 
not a rusher or quick fighter. 
He is like Jack Dem peey 
and finishes his men slowly. Besides, When 
he met McAuliffe here it was the colored 
man’s firstfight of any consequence in this 
country, andthe Californian had been beat- 
ng everybody. This made Jackson very 
cautious, and he would take no chances with 
hig man. For this reason McAuliffe lasted 
longer than he otherwise would have 
done. I also know that Jackson 
had the best paying saloon of 
any fighterin San Francisco, It was a gold 
mine, and he sold it out to fight Slavin, whom 
he has been very anxious to meet. I think 
that action on his part shows how he feels 
about his ability to win.“ 

How about the Corbett draw?’’ 

„Corbett has got more undeserved credit 
out of that fight than any pugilist in the 

has for an equal amount 
work. Jackson was in no 
condition whatever to enter ae ring, 
his ankle being terribly Wollen. Then he 
threw his shovwider out and had to fight the 
rest ofthe battle with practically one arm. 
Corbett stands absolutely no chance what- 
ever against Jackson. In a six- 
round contest Corbett a won- 
der and can best any man, but 
after that he is no good. Ile is no man for a 
finish fight. In San Francisco we regard him 
a clever limited round boxer, but not a 
finish fighter. Joe Choynski is a wonder. 
He will fight. anybody, no matter who 
he is or how big he is, and there is 
no man of his weight in the world who would 
Stand a shew with him. He hits a terrific. 
blow. ‘sou see Choyoski fights at about 168 
pounds, and has been meeting men twenty 
und thirty pounds beavier than himself and 
generally defeating them, too. Then he 
isa very gentlemanly, well educated young 
fellow, a much better educated man than 
Corbett. Choynskiis very young. I do not 
think he is over 22 years of ages
